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LYING IN STATE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., September 22, 10:30 
A. M.—Tbe remains of President Garfield have 
tothis hour been viewed by over 25,000 per- 
sons. During the entire night a steady stream 
of humanity ale through the Capitol 
building to take a last look. From 5,000 to 
8,000 people are now in two lines from the east 
to the front of the Capitol, for aiong distance 
up East Capitol street, and are passing 
throngh the east door of the rotunda, 
on either side of the remains, and 
out through the west door, at the rate 
of about 4,000 per hour. Among those who 
took a last look at the face of the dead Presi 
dent this morning were a number ot Sisters of 
Charity and several hundred Catholic orphans 
from St. Vincent’sand St. Joseph’s Orphan 
Asylums. Many persons from Baltimore and 
Philadelphia arrived here to view the remains. 

From 8 o’clock the crowd has constantly in- 
creased and been passing the bier sixty each 
minute. At1lo’c'ock there was a dense mass 
of people in from the main steps on the east 
front,fextending two squares up East Capital 
street. People are flocking to the city. 
Every incoming _ train upon the sev- 
eral railroads are heavily freighted with 
those coming to testify their profound sorrow 
at the nation’s bereavement. Four very elab- 
orate and exquisitely beautiful flower pieces 
received from the hite House have been 
placed at the headof the bier. Other floral 
tributes have alse been received and placed 
about tne catafalque. The body willlie in 
state until Friday noon, when seats will be 
placed in the rotunda forthose who will be ad- 
mitted to attend the funeral services, which 
willtake place at3 o’clock that afternoon. 
Rev. Frederick Power, pastor of the deceased 
President, will officiate. The space will 
accommodate about 1,500 people, and only 
that number of tickets will be issueua.

WHAT THE AUTOPSY REVEALED. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, September 22.—The real sensa- 
tion and talk of the hour is the amazing 
result of the autopsy. Nearly everybody here 
— about it. shows beyond 
the shadow of adoubt that, in spite of the 
dozen physicians and the supposed eminence 
of some ot them, they were to the very lastin 
utter ignorance of the real character of the 
President’s injury, and treated him on an 
erroneous theory from the start. If they haa 
been blind-folded they could have hardly 
shown much less sense. The ball, instead 

in the groin, was in 

The track of the 

wound, which was so carefully dressed twice 
a day, and the granulation of which was so 
scrupulously watched and reported 
every day for two months, was 
not the track of the wound at all, but 
only a puns cavity. The liver never was 
touched. The natural question on everybodys 
lips is: If so many able physicians 
could be so. completely ignorant in 
so important ae case for so long 
atime, whocan depend onthe doctors any 
longer? Iftheycan not even ascertain the 
nature of an injury how canthey be expected 
to cure it? A distinguished surgeon said: 
‘‘Acommon day iaborer taken to Believille 
Hospital would have had better treatment,and 
I believe more successful treatment than the 
President had.’’ Another said it wasa shameful 
neglect that the President was not sooner re- 
lieved ofthe danger of blood poisoning by 
openings for the escape of pus and cleansing 
of the wound. Another surgeon of na- 
tional repute said the primary 
treatment of the President was in 
absolute ignorance of the greatest stride of 
modern surgery—the Lister method of anti- 
septic treatment. That method was 
begun too late. The surgeons who 
made these statements said that they 
had no desire to perform the unprofessional 
actoft rushing into printin such a case, but 
that when the proper time arrived, when 
the whole subject came up for discus- 
sion, as it doubtless would before the medical 
societies, these and other criticisms of the 
treatment would be pressed. One point ap- 
eas to be accepted by the surgeons general- 

y, and that is}that when Dr. Hamilton and Dr. 
Agnew were called they expressed the opinion 
that it was too late for them to make an exam- 
ination of the wound and 
that they did not make such examination, but 
accepted the statements of Dr. Bliss as to the 
examination made by him. Some surgeons 
are inclined to blame Drs. Hamilton and Ag- 
new for permittin g themselves to be associated 
with Dr. Bliss. thers say that under the 
circumstances, as they were calledin merely,as 
copsuiting surgeons, it was incumbent upon 
them to accept without question the position 
assigned, leaving Dr. Bliss to assume the re- 
sponsibility of his own mistakes. The New 
York Sun of this morning has an 
editorial on this subject, which I 
consider a fair statement of the case. 
It says: The conflicting opinions and natur- 
aiuncertainties of the first few weeks were 
succeeded by the fixea assurance that the po- 
sition of the ball was known, andthat it could 
be removed by a comparatively simple opera- 
tion if the necessities of the case re- 
quired and the patient’s condition permitted 
a resort to the knife. A black and blue spot 
upon the belly near the right groin: indicated 
the point beneath which lay the ball. The 
track of the wound was carefully watched by 
the surgeons. The progress of repair as shown 
by the character of the discharge and by 
the volume of water which the cavity conid 
contain was accurately noted in the bulletins. 
Whatever uncertainly surrounded the case did 
not pertain toits purely surgical aspects. While 
complication .chased complication through 
President Gartield’s system, the wound itself 
continued to do splendid. It will be remem- 
bered, also, that science extra:-medical 
had its share in the location 
of the ball. An electrician and 
inventor of some fame, after experimenting 
fordays, produced an induction balance de- 
signed to reveal the presence of the lead by 
means Of tie metal’s§ influence as 
a magnet. Professor A. Graham 
Bell’s instrument worked _ satisfactorily 
Although it could not have been aware of the 
preconceived opinion of the surgeons as tothe 
bullet's whereabouts, it pointed untiringly 
to the place where the surgeons 
had believed the bullet to be. The 
grea that responded tothe sensitive eoils as 
they explored the surface of the President's 
body wasuponthe right side of the abdo- 
men, just above’ the groin and 
exactly at the black and blue 
spot which the medical dragoons had fixed 
upon as the superficial indication of the bul- 
let’s pressure. The autopsy for the 
tirst time revealed the truth. 
The channel which had been 
tieated for weeks as thetrack of the ball was 
a burrowed cavity, not the original wound, 
and the ball which the delicate induction 
balance discovered, which the attending sur- 
geons located but did not attempt to remove, 
ana for not removing which the professional 
critics Outside of the case denounced them, 
wasa re pee from the burrowed cavity. The 
ball itself wasfar awayon the other side of 
the body and near the back, instead of near 
the front.

ARTHUR FORMALLY TAKES THE OATH. 

WASHINGTON, September 22.—President Ar- 
thur has just taken the oath of office in the 
marble room at the Capitol in the presence of 
the members of the Cabinet, the Justices of 
the Supreme Court, afew Senators and mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives, all who 
could be notified this morning 
to be present, also Gen. Sher- 
man, Gen. Grant, Rear Admiral Nichols, 


Hon. Hannibal Hamblin, Gen. Beale and a 
few others. This step was taken after a con- 
ference hetween the President, Secretary 
Blaine andthe Attorney-General. Very few 
persons knew the oath was to be administered 
until the ceremony was over. The President 
and members of the Cabinet had assembled 
in the marble room shortly before 
12 o’clock. Chief Justice Waite, in his full 
robes ob oflice, accompanied by § the 
Associate Justices, proceeded from the 
Supreme Court room to the marble room. 
The doors were immediately closed ,and with- 
out any formality President Arthur arose, and 
standing upon one side of the center table, 
Chief Justice Waite on the other, took the 
oath of office. The Prresident’s manner was 
calm and composed and his response, ‘‘So 
help me God,’’ wasinafirm tone, without a 
tremor. The President then read from manu- 
script notes the following address: 
PRESIDENT ARTHUR’S ADDRESS. 

‘*For the fourth timeinthe history of this 
Republic its Chief Magistrate has been re- 
moved by death. All hearts are filled with 
grief and horror atthe hideous crime which 
has darkened our jJand, and the memory of 
the murdered President, his protracted sut- 
ferings, bis unyielding fortitude, the example 
and achievements of his life and 
the pathos of his death will forever 
illumine the pages of yong f For the fourth 
time the officer elected by the people and or- 
dained by theConstitution to fill a vacancy 
so created is called to assume the executive 
chair. The wisdom of our fathers, foreseeing 
even the most dire possibilities, made sure 
that the Government should never be —— 
iled because of the uncertainty of human life.

OUR VICE-PRESIDENTS. 


How Four of Them Have Succeeded to 
the Presidency. 
From the New York Sun. 

Since the day on which Washington took 
the oath of office and entered upon his duties 
as Presiden! of the United States, on the 30th 
of April, 1789, until now—a period of more 
than ninety-three years—only three Vice- 
Presidents have succeeded to the Presidency, 
Jobn Tyler in 1841, Millard Fillmore in 1850, 
and Andrew Johnsonin 1865. The ofticial 

roceedinys under which each qualified 

ave a peculiar interest at this time, and as 
comparatively few people now liv'ng cin re- 
callthem,they are givento the readers of 
the Sun, precisely as they appear in 
the written minutes of the proceed- 
ings of the Senate ofthe United States. The 
minutes are as foliows:

Immediately after the death of the Presi- 

dent Mr. Webster, Jr., Chief Clerk in the

Beall, an officer of the Senate, set out for the 
residence of the Vice-President, in Virginia, 
bearing to him the following letter: 
WASHINGTON, April 4, 1841. 
To John Tyler, Vice-President of the United 
States: 

Sir—It has become our most painful duty 
so inform you that William Henry Harrison. 
late President of the United States, has de- 
parted this life. 

This distressing event took place this day, 
at the President’s Mansion, in this city, at 
thirty minutes before 1 in the morning. 

We lose no time in dispatching the Chief 
Clerk in the State Department as a apecial 
messenger to bear you these melancnoly 
tidings. 

We have the honor to be, with the highest 
regard, your obedient servants,

CITY OF WASHINGTON, D. C., April 7, 1841. 

By the extraordinary dispatch used in 
sending the official intelligence to the Vice- 
President at Wi:liamsburg, and similar dis- 
patch by him in repairing to the geat of gov- 
ernment, John Tyler, now President of the 
United States, arrived in this city yesterday 
morning at5 o’clock and took lodgings at 
Brown’s Hotel. 

At 12 o’clock all the heads of departments, 
exceptthe Secretary of the Navy (who has 
not yet returned tothe city from his visit to 
his family), waited upon him to pay him their 
official and personal respects. They were re- 
ceived with all the politeness and kindness 
which characterize the new President. He 
signified his deep feeling of the public calam- 
itv sustained by the death of President Har- 
rison, and expressed his profouad sensvbility 
to the heavv responsibility so suddeuly de- 
volved upon himself. He spoke of the pres- 
ent state of things with great concern and 
seriousness, and made known his wishes that 
the several heads of the departments would 
continue to fil] the places which tbhev now 
occupy, and bis contidence that they would 
afford allthe aid in their power to enable 
hbimtocarry on the administratiou of the 
Government successfully. 

The President then. took 
the following oath of oftice: 

I do solemnliv swear that [ will faithfully 
execute the office of the President of the 
United States, and will, to the best, of my 
abilitv, preserve, protect and defend the 
Constitution of the United States.

WASHINGTON, July 10, 1850. 

The following message was received from 
the President of the United States by Mr. 
Fisher; 

Fellow Citizens'of the Senate and House of 

Representatives: 

I have to perform the melancholy duty of 
announcing to you that it has pleased Al- 
mighty God to remove from this life Zichary 
Taylor, late President of the United States, 
He deceased last evening, at the hour of half 
past 10 o’clock, in the midst of his family and 
surrounded by affectionate friends, calmliv 
and in the full possession of all his faculties. 
Among his last words were these, which he 
uttered with emphatic distinctness: ‘I have 
always done my duty—I am ready to die—my 
only regret is forthe friends I leave behind 
me. 

Having announced to you, fellow citizefis, 
this most affecting bereavement, and assuring 
you that it has penetrated no heart with 
deeper grief than mine, it remains for me to 
say that I propose this day, at 12 o’clock, in 
the Hall of the House of Representatives, in 
the presence of both Houses of Congress, to 
take the oath prescribed by the Constitution, 
to enable me to enter on the execution of the 
Office which this event has devolved on me. 

MILLARD FILLMORE.

DEATH OF PRESIDENT LINCOLN. 

The death of President Lincoln and the 
taking of the oath by Andrew Johnson are 
thus recorded:

United States, was shot by an assassin last 


evening st Ford’s Theater, in this city, and 
died at the hour of twenty-two minutes after 
7 o'clock this morning. 

About the same time at which the Presi- 
dent was shot, an assassin entered the sick- 
chamber of the Hon. William H. Seward, 
Secretary of State, and stabbed him in sev- 
eral places—in the throat, neck, and face— 
severely, if not mortally, wounding him. 
Uther members of the Secretary’s family 
“were dangeronsly wounded by the assassin 
while making his escape.’ 

By the death of President Lincoln, the of- 
fice of President has devolved, under the 
Constitution, upon you. The emergency of 
the Government demands that you should 
immediately qualify according to the require- 
ments of the Constitution, and enter upon 
the duties of President of the United States. 
If you will please make known your pleasure, 
such arrangements as you deem proper will 
be made.

Mr. Johnson, in answer, appointed 11 
o’clock a. m., at his rooms at the Kirkwood 
Hotel, as the time and place where he would 
take the oath of office. It was duly adminis- 
tered to him by Chief Justice Chase, inthe 
presence of the Cabinet and several members 
of Congress. 


LAKE VIEW CEMETERY. 


The Spot Where Mr. Garfield’s Ke- 
mains Will Rest. 
Cleveland Speeial to Chicago Times. 

Lake View Cemetery, where President 
Garfield’s remains will be laid to rest, em- 
braces three hundred acres on the south side 
of Euclid avenue, just beyond the east limit 
of Cleveland, tive miles from the business 
center of the city. Onthe other side of the 
avenue is WadePark, and in close proximity 
the site where the new Western Reserve 
university buildings are being erected. 
Nature seemsto have designed this spot for 
the purpose to which it has been devoted, and 
all that art and money could do to enhance 


the natural beauties has been done. 
The crounds are owned by an 
incorporated association of Cleveland 


gentlemen of weaith and refinement, incor- 
porated under the law, which requires ‘‘all 
gains or profits from the sales of lots or other- 
wise to be appropriated to perpetual adorn- 
ment and repair of the cemetery.’’ The land 
was purchased ten years ago and laid out by 
landscape designers and engineers selected 
for eminence in their professions. Wooded 
hills, grassy vales, secluded nooks, winding 
drives, sinuous walks, running brooks, and 
quiet lakes are the conspicuous landmarks. 
The association adopted a plan different from 
any other cemetery, and expressed tersely 
in the original prospectus the 
following language: ” feeling 
is growing in the public mind that burials 
shou!d be made where the quiet repose of the 
dead may be assured forever. The human 
heart clings to the grave of its departed hopes 
and seeks consolation in rearing monuments 
and emblems of beauty overthe remains of 
its departed loved ones. This can be fitly 
done, not in the tumultuous din of cities, but 
amid the quiet verdure, under the broad and 
cheerful light of heaven, where the harmon- 
ious andever-changing face of nature. re- 
minds us by its resuscitating ioflueace that to 
die is to live again.’’ 

With this sentiment prompting the plans, 
the cemetery has become in beauty and taste- 
ful adornment the rival of the most celebrat- 
ed cemeteiies of the world, and the air of 
retired and restful loveliness of an inexpres- 
sible nearness to nature and withdrawal from 
the worid is not found elsewhere. ‘The great 
object of the association was to provide a 
1esting place for the departed, free from the 
gloom of the tomb, and from which should 
be banished everything suggestive 
of awfulness in death. No fence, 
either iron or wood, no coping or curbing of 
brick or stone,no hedge, wooden trellis,posts 
and chains, or anything to make an inclosure 
is permitted. Head ana foot boards are pro- 
hibited, headstones not allowed to exceed 
fourteen inches in height. Thus the ceme- 
tery rather resembles a vast well-kept park, 
with stately shafts and modest or ornate 
vaults in lieu of statuary and structures. 

President Garfield loved to stroll in this 
cemetery. It was his ideal of a final earthly 
resting - place. 


A Small Girl’s Suicide. 
Detroit Special to Chicago Times. 

This morning Henry Lotulip, who keepsa 
restaurant at No. 36 Michigan avenue, was 
in the vard at the rear of his place and heard 
the report of a pistolin Robert A. Tyreil’s 
saloon at No. 38. Looking in the back door of 
the saloon, he saw the form ofa young girl ly- 
ing on the floor. He summoned Patrolman 
Goldsmith from the street. The two entered 
the saloon and found therein only F. A. Thirm- 
er, the bartender and the corpse ofthe girl. 
She was lying on her left side inasmall room 
or inclosure formed by ascreen, at the rear 
end of the saloon. In her left hand was a hand- 
kerchief. Her right hand was thrown out on 
the tioorinfront of her, and about three 
inches from it lay a small four-barreled pis- 
tol. Adark hojein her right temple anda 
pool of blood on the floor told the manner of 
her death. ‘The girl’s name Was Mollie Fel- 
ker. Herfatherisatailor. She and Thirm- 
er had been keeping company for about a 
year. She wasamere child—only 15 years 
old. Tbis morning Thirmer opened the sa- 
loon at‘? o’clock, and twenty minutes later 
Mollie wentin. She had beenin the habit of 
going there frequently, and the proprietor 
had told her to keep away. Thirmer remon- 
strated with her ardtold her to go home, as 
the saloon was no place for her. She replied: 
“All right; if you don’t want me here, I’! go 
home.’’? She then went to the rear of the sa- 
loon and sat down on a chair and com- 
menced singing. Thirmer went to the side- 
walk to wash some ice for use iu the bar, and 
While thus engaged heard the pisto!-shot on 
the inside. He ran into the saloon and found 
her prostrate on the floor—dead. Hermoth- 
er had allowed her to keep company with 
Thirmer to prevent her from associating 
with young men promiscuously. He was the 
only purer with whom Mollie had ever gone, 
and, being her first love, she was so fond of 
him that she thought she must die unless she 
could be with him. Last night they had a 
little “‘quarrel,’’ her mother says. Mollie 
saw him walking with another. girl, 
and it made her feel very bad. She got up at 
half-past 6 o’clock this morning and to!d her 
mother that she was going out fora few 
minutes. Tbe mother did not see her avain 
until the news came of her death.

Few 
persons realize how great the censumption 
of canned food is inthe United States. All 
the year round these goods are used in the 
almost countless camps of miners, soldiers, 
hunters and excursionists,while in winter they 
find their way into nearly every family in the 
land. The lead pipe scare, in connection 
with drinking water, has good enough rea- 
son, but jn the can there not only is lead, but 
ponerally an acid to take it up far more rapid- 
y than water could do.

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The Jewelry Stolen—The Ex-Mintster’s 
Explanation of the Ownership. 
Wasbington Special to the New York World. 


The following is a list of the jewelry stolen | 
from tbe room of Mr. Christiancy at the Na- 


tional Hotel: Gold buckle, twelve paste 
stones, small necklace, bird agate set, leon- 
fipe chain and pia (rubies), chatelaine at- 
tachment, diamond open locket, eight-pear! 
orpament, twenty-two rose-diamond orna- 
ment, thirteen pearl hair-ornament, seven- 
teen (one silver) diamond ornament, one 
malachite bali pin,six diamond bird-and- 
flower hair ornament, goid tooth-pick, gold 
set pin and earrings (pearl and garnet), five- 
stone pearl and garnet pin, gold locket, gold 
locket (small), gold vest chain, pearl and 
diamond breastpin, long and heavy ($500), 
pair of double-stone diamond earrings (3800), 
diumond heart Jocket ($175), small pearl 
necklace ($250), pair of pear! earrings and 
diamond double ($200), pair of pear!

To areporter who asked Mr. Christiancy 
as tothe value of the jewels the ex-Senator 
sald: “[ had them appraised and the vaiue 
was fixed at $6,516, but this was putting them 
very low, and onsome of them the expert 
declined to place a valuation.” 

‘How did youcome to be carrying such 
articles around with you’”’? 

‘‘Thadtbem intrust for another person. 
They belonged to a widow formerly the wife 
of anex-Consulto Peru. She was a Span- 
iard, I believe, but married an American. I 
have badthem in the safe at the legation at 
Lima far more than a year. When the 
troubles between Chili and Peru broke out 
the lady came tome and said that it was 
known thatshe possessed a great deal of valu- 
able jewelry, diamonds and other precious 
stones, and sbe was afraid thatif Lima suc- 
cumbed tothe assault of the Chilians they 
would rob indiscriminately and plunder 
everybody, but she was satisfied that they 
would not molest the American Legation, 
and therefore I was askedto take care of 
them, whichI did by locking them in my 
safe.’’ 

‘‘How did they come to get into this coun- 
try?’ 

‘“WhenlI was coming away Peru was far 
from quiet, and ber relations with Chili for 
the future very uncertain. The ladv came to 
me and said that as the country wasin an un- 
settled state and likely to remain so for some 
time, would I take the jewels with me 
to this country and keep them until she 
ahould send for them, or, as she had rela- 
tives in New York City and Wisconsin, she 
might visit this country next spring and then 
they could be returned to her.”’ 

‘Ts she wealthy ””’ 

“Yes: she is a lady of considerable wealth, 
and probably will not miss the loss of them, 
ina Ansneial point of view, but I would like 
to get them back, ifitis possible. Still the 
prospects are not very good just now. I have 
offered a reward of $1,000 for their recovery.”’ 

‘“‘Whatisinthe red case?’ pointing toa 
large red morocco box on the floor. 

“That was apresentto me before leaving 
Lima. Itis an ink stand (opening it), made 
of silver and gold, and cost between $700 and 
$800. The present was a magnificent piece of 
workmanship and a most valuable gift.” 

“Did you show the stolen jewels to aay- 
body ?”” 

‘‘)n my way to New York, in conversation 
witb afriend, I asked himif he thoughtl 
would becompelled to pay duty on them. 
He said. ‘Say nothing aboutthem and they 
wil] get through allright.’ I told him no; 
that if they commanded a duty it ought to be 
paid. WhenI reached New York I called the 
inspector’s attention to them and ho said that 
he would look into the matter when the trunk 
vot out on the dock, but when the trunk was 
placed there he sent another man to ex- 
amine it. This onedid notseem to know 
much aboutthe matter, and after looking 
at the jewels said that he would have to send 
them to the store-hoyse. They were taken 
to that place,and when I came on here I 
consulted the Secretary of the Treasury on 
the subject. Hesaidthat it was clear they 
were not articles of importation and no duty 
should be exacted for them. He wrote the 
Collector to that effect, and when I went 
to New York a few days since,I delivered the 
letter, obtained the jewels and brought them 
back with me.’”’ 

‘*Probably vou were followed by thieves all 
the way from New York?” 

‘It might be so,but I do not see how they 
could have known that I had them.”’ 

“They might have seen them when shown 
to the inspector on the dock, and kept watch 
for them.’’ 

‘*Yes, they could have seen them, but I 
don’t see how they could keep track of them. 
Of one thing I am certain, and that is, they 
are gone now.”? 
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Terrible Fight With Prisoners. 
Las Vegas, (N. M.) Special Mispatch. 


This morning about 3 o’ctock in the guard- 
room adjoining the county jail occurred the 
most terrible hand-to-hand encounter ever 
known hereabouts. Five of the most des- 
perate criminals in the vountry were confined 
in the middle cell. Having secured a pistol 
from the outside and freed themselves by 
picking the lock off the door,they madea 
rush upon three Mexican guards sleeping at 
the time in the guard-room,named Flarencio 
Moses, the chief, Quadulupe Hidalgo, and 
Herculano Chaves, assistants. Dave Ruden- 
baugh, leader of the gang, fired two shots at 
Moses while attempting to get up, both of 
which grazed his head. He caught Ruden- 
baugh’s pistol, and, after a struygle, wrench- 
ed it from his grasp. Thomas Duffy, a pris- 
oner, immediately engaged Moses. In 
the scuffle that ensued Moses 
threw Duffy to the floor, and called 
upon Chaves to shoot him. Chaves put 
his pistol to Duffy’s head, and blew his brains 
out. After a desperate struggle the remain- 
ing four prisoners were forced back into the 
celland secured. The prisoners’ names are 
Dave Rudenbaugh, J. J. Webb, and. Thomas 
Duff, held for murder, and Murphy and Wil- 
sou, held for robbery. Rudenbaugh and 
Webb were of the gang of the notorious Billy 
the Kid. Webb was tried, convicted and sen- 
tenced to be hanged for the murder of: Mi- 
chael Kilipor here, in the spring of 1880. One 
month after the murder of Kilipor, Ruden- 
baugh and Jack made an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to escape,in which Rudenbaugh shot 
and killed Deputy Sheriff Antonio Lino Val- 
dez at the door of the cellin which he is now 
confined. Rudenbaugh escaped at the time,and 
was captured by Sheriff Garrett and Billy the 
Kid December 24, 1880,and was recaptured on 
the 29th of the same month by Garrett in this 
county. Duffy, whom Chaves killed this 
morning; was arrested about a month since 
forthe unprovoked and brutal murder of 
Thomas Bishop at Liberty, in this county. 
There is much feeling over the matter, and 
not unlikely short shrift will be made of the 
rest of the gang. 


‘ Ingratitude’s Keen Tooth.

A singular case is exciting local interest in 
Hadlyme district and the north part of the 
town of Lyme, and the facts, if correctly 
given us, are calculated to create at least 
some talk. Som: fifteen years or more ago a 
resident of Lyme, Mr. Daniel S. Minor, living

and four daughters, the latter nearly or quite 
allgrownto womanbood. Mr. Minor con- 
tinued to aid his family, while feeling disin- 
clined, for reasons not reported. to live 
again with his wife. Three of the daughters 
are married—Mrs. Lucius Beebe, of New 
Haven: Mrs. Marcus Beebe, of Essex, and Mrs. 
C. H. Brockway, of East Haddam; the yqung- 
er one, a Woman grown. lives in Hadlyme 
with ber mother. Mr. Minur is 68 years old. 
Until last November he is said to have fur- 


‘nisbed his family with money in various but 


not large sums—his means not permitting 
bimtodomuch. Atthattime his contribu- 
tions wholly ceased, and he was known to be 
pbysically in a feeble condition. Last Thurs- 
day, under a new law of the State, which au- 
thorizesa wife or family to cause the arrest 
of the busband and father who does not pro- 
vide for their support, Mr. Minor was ar- 
rested—it is said at the instigation of two or 
more of the daughters—and put in the jail at 
New London. The neighbors and friends of 
Mr. Miror, on learning the facts, were indig- 
pant, and desirous of taking action to prevent 
the carrying out such an unfilial and unnatur- 
al purpose, but the prisoner mereiy said, 
while thanking bis friends: “If my own 
children wish to put me in jail, I do not pro- 
pose to preventit.”’ He is now in jail, much 
to the scandal and indignation, it is said, of 
the people of Lyme. 


HIGH SCIENCE. 


The Sky Said to be a Cemetery for 
Dead Worids. 


From the New York Sun. 


‘‘T have been watching the star called the 
Winking Demon,”’’ said the astronomer as be 
extended his hand to ptil the reporter upon 
the roof. ‘*‘These autumn mornings area 
little chilly, but the air is so deliciously pure 
and clear that one doesn’t mind if it bites a 
little. Besides, it is worth the risk of catch- 
ing cold to see the Demon wink. You are 
just in time to watch him as he gradually re- 
opens his eye. If you had come a few min- 
utes earlier vou might have seen him shut 
it. be - 

‘Where is this remarkable Demon star”? 

“There, almost overhead at this hour. If 
you wantto point him out to your friends 
you have only to observe that heis a little 
south of that bending row of stars that marks 
the constellation Perseus, and that thereis a 
little group of smaller stars near him. Now, 
you see, his light is pretty faint, but not so 
In three 
or four hours his eye will be wide open again, 
and he will shine as a star of the second 
magnitude. These winkings of Algol, or 
the Demon, occur a iittle oftener than once 
in three days.”’ 


‘What causes them”” 

‘‘Ah, now you come tothe strangest thing 
of all. Is there anything in the appearance of 
the sky, all glittering with shar-,that suggests 
to your mind that it way be a vast cemetery? 
No, ridiculous! yov say. Very well. You 
will not dispute thatthe earth we tread is, 
from one point of view, only a great burying 
ground, which contains the remains not only 
of countless generations of men, but of whole 
races und tribes of various animals and 
plants. Just soin the neavens above us the 
dead are mingled with the living. Itis to my 
mind the most suggestive discovery of modern 
astronomy that the universe is full of dead 
suns—suns whose light has gone out, whose 
fires have been extinguished, and which no 


lorger shed life-giving and life preserv- 
ing rays upon the ‘worlds that 


may be imagined vet circling in coldness and 
gloom about them. What has this to do with 
the Winking Demon’ Why, everything. I 
believe it is generally conceded, though Prof. 
Newcomb seems to dissent, that the varia- 
tions in the light of Algol are caused by some 
huge dark body revolving around it ata 
frightful rate of speed.There are other variable 
stars whose phenomena can be accounted for 
intbe same way. Inthecaseof Algol there 
is evidence that the dark body is rapidiv ap- 
proaching the star, drawing nearer with every 
circle. When it strikes, if it is to strike, who 
can picturethe extent of that catastrophe’ 
Then, indeed, that mysterious dark body will 
become visiblp, blazing with thelight ofa 
hundred suns, and unable to escape from the 
fiery destruction thatit has brought upon 
the star.’ 


‘‘Are there any other dark bodies like this 
known to astronomers?” 

“Ob, ves: the great star Sirius is accom- 
panied by a huge body ofthe kind. Itis not 
altogether dark, for with large telescopes it 
can occasionally be seen glimmering faintly 
close tothe star. Astronomers knew it was 
there before they gota glimpse of it, for it 
caused disturbances in the proper motion of 
the star. Another of these dark bodies 
which astronomers are sure exists, although 
no human eye ever saw it, is dogging the star 
Procyon, one of the brightest in the sky. You 
may see the star now low downin the east, 
north of Sirius and below the Twins. The 
invisible body that hovers about it is evident- 
ly of large size, for it causes considerable 
perturbations inthe star’s motion. It may 
once have been a sun as brilliant as Procyon 
itself, but now not a ray comes from it. Still 
astronomers can point out the changes in its 
position, as its attraction pulls the star now 
this way and now that. 

‘If space is filled with these mysterious 
dark bodies, collisions between them and 
living, or light-giving, suns are not impossi- 
ble. You know that our sun is in rapid 
motion, carrying his family of worlds along 
with him inhis flight. Soall the stars are 
instinct with motion. Our lives are so short 
and their distances are so great that we can 
hardly appreciate these motions, yet they are 
swift beyond comprehension. Some of the 
stars are approaching, others receding, all 
moving in some direction. The constellations 
whose forms are so familiar to us are falling 
to pieces like card houses. Ina few thou- 
sand years there will be no Great Dipper, no 
Orion with his club, no Southern Cross. 
The heavens - would look like a 
new universe to one of us who 
revisited the earth in the ten-thousandth 
century. Now, if we suppose that there are 
as many dark or dead suns as there are living 
ones, itis not difficult to believe that occa- 
sionally there might be collisions between 
them. Ofcourse, the chances against any such 
collision would be very, very great, and yet 
some of the cases of stars that have suddenly 
blazed out with astonishing brilliancy and 
then disappeared may. be accounted for tn this 
way. Toshow you that there is no exagger- 
ation in what Iam saying about the multi- 
tudes of dead suns in the universe, see what 
Sir John Lubbock saidin his inaugural ad- 
dress at the meeting of the British Associa- 
tion in August last: 


***The floor of heaven-is not only “thick in- 
laid with patines:of biight goid,’”’ but studded 
also with extinct stars, oncefprobably as bril- 
liant as our own sun, but now dead and cold 
as Helmhbolz tells us that our sun itself will 
be§some 17,000,000 years hence.’ 


‘But we need not wander off in space in 
search of the sky’s untombed dead. We have 
right at hand, circling about our own earth, 
not an extinct sun, but a dead world. The 
moon is dead, and has been dead these mil- 
lion years. There the astronomer, if he fan- 
cies himself the world surgeon, may study 
the effects of a malady that no surgery could 
cure. Even worlds and suns, like men and 
women, grow old and die; but, unlike men 
and women, they have no grave but the open 
and boundless heavens.”’ 


Charles Lever. 
From Chambers’ Journal. 


Charles Lever was one of those authors 
who hated the drudgery of copying and re- 
vising. He says of himself: a] wrote as I 
felt, sometimes in good spirits, sometimes 
in bad, always carelessly, for, God help me, 
] can do no better. When I sat down, to 
write ‘O’Mallev,’ I was,as I have ever been, 
very low with fortune, and the success of a 
new venture was pretty much as eventful to 
me astheturn ofarighbt color at rouge-et- 
ooir. At the sametime I had then an amount 
ofspringinmy temperament and power of 
enjoying life which I can say 1 never found 
surpassed. The world had for me all the in- 
terest of an admirable comedy.’’ Lever had 
remarkably little of the professional author 
about him; and his biographer tells us that 
no panegyric about his last book would have 
given him as much satisfaction as an acknowl- 
edgment of his superiority at whist,

THE YORKTOWN JUBILEE. 
France’s Official Delegation and In- 
vited Guests. 

Washington Dispatch t> Néw 1 ork Sun, 16th. 


The Department of State is advised by 
Minister Morton,-under date of Paris, Sept. 
2, tbat the French Pe pce has secured 
for its delegates, and all other delegates who 
will be pleased tojoin them, passaze en 
board a French steamer, which is to sail from 
Havre on September 24. The French official 
delegation is composed of six distinct groups, 
as follows: 

First—One special representative of the 
president, Commander of Cavalry Lichten- 
stein of the military staffof M.Grevy. Se-:- 
ond—The three memters of the French 
Legation at Washington. Third—Three ver- 
sons selected by the French Foreign Office, 
viz.: The Marquis de Rochambeau, M. de 
Corcelle, Secretary of Embassy (a relative of 
the Lafayette family), and M. ——, not yet 
designated. Fourth—Five delegates from 
the War Office, viz.: Gen. Boulanger, Col. 
Bossan, Lieut.-Col. Clondel, Chief of Battal- 
ion Bureau De Pusy and Capt. Mason. Fifth 
—Seven delegates from the Navy Depart- 
ment, viz.: Admiral Hallijon, two captains 
of vessels of line, two captains of frigates and 
two lieutenants of vessels. Sixth—One dele- 
gate from the Department of Fine Arts, M. 
Regamy. The chairman of the delegation 
will be M. Outrey. It is the inteation of the 
party togofrom New York to Newport to 
accept the invitation extended by the author- 
ities of Rhode Island. From that State they 
gote Baltimore and thence to Washington 
and Yorktown. 

Two men-of-war, the Magicienne, bearing 
the flag of Admiral Hallij n, and the Dumont 
d’Urviile, are ordered to proceed to New 
York. The last named will anchor in ad- 
vance at Sandy Hook, to await the steamer 
having on board the delegation, and will es- 
cort herinto New York. The Magicienne 
= at New York on the day of their ar- 
rival. 

Besides the French official delegation,there 
will be ten or twelve invited by the Yorktown 


| association through the Marquis of Rocham- 


beau, who has named tbe following: Capt. 
Henly d’Aboville, M. Christian d’Ahboville, 
grandsons of the commanderof the French 
artillery at Yorktown; Lieut. De Grasse, 
great-grandson of the commander of the 
French fleet at Yorktown: M. de Menonville, 
captain of the cuirassiers, great-grandson of 
M. de Menonville,aid to Major-General in the 
army of Rochambeau; M. de Chabannes la 
Palice, M. Jean de Chatillon, 

d’Olounes, M. Leur de 
Lestrade, M. de Nailles, M. de St. Simon, M. 
de Haussonville, M. Ciermont Tounerre de 
Naudreuil. The last-named eight are con- 
nected by family ties with officers of the 
Same name who occupied prominent posi- 
tionsin the french army and navy which 
operated at Yorktown. M. Edmund de La- 
fayette has accepted the invitation to he 
present in the name of his family, but he has 
not made known the names of those who will 
avail themselves of this invitation. 

A cablegram from Mr. Everett, charge d’af- 
faires at Berlin, has been received at the 
Department of State to the effect that the 
invitation of the United States Governmeat, 
through the German Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, tothe representatives of Baron Steu- 
ben to attend the Yorktown Centennial has 
been accepted with grest appreciation by the 
foliowing ofticers: Col. Von Steuben, Seven- 
ty-sixth Regiment, Hildesheim, Capt. Von 
Steuben, Fourth Regiment of the Guards, 
Spandau; Capt. Von Steuben, Eighth Rezgi- 
ment, Frankfort-on-the-Oder: Lieut.

Fungus in Commerce, 
From the New York Times. 


During the last few years fungus has be- 
come a somewhat important export from 
New Zealand, the quantity sent out having 
attained an average of some 200 tons, worth, 
say, 40,000. Fungusis a generic term ap- 
plied to a very large class of cryptogamous 
or flowerless plants, comprehending toad- 
stools, mushroons and all the microscopic 
plants which form mold, mildew, etc. Many 
thousand species are known, but scientists 
are not quite agreed whether the cases of 
death from eating them are due to the fact 
that only a few out of the number are edible, 
or whether the fact is that only a feware 
noxious, but that the general similarity is 
such that the poisonous ones are quite easily 
mistaken for the harmless. It is also said 
that a few harmless fungi become 
poisonous when grown in _ particu- 
lar localities. The exported New Zealand 
fungus is a singie kind, Hirneola polytricha 
mont, readily distinguishable by its color.qIts 
leaf is saucer-shaped, three to seven inches in 
diameter, dark reddish brown on the inside 
when dried, and gray on the outside. Itis 
said that the odor of these plants distin- 
guishes them for botanists, put their chief 
peculiarity istheir growth. They spring up, 
it is believed, bv bundreds and thousands in 
a night, being produced, not from seed, but 
by a spawn which bears organs of fructitica- 
tion. Another peculiarity is that they absorb 
oxygen and give out carbonic acid, like anim- 
als, While other plants absorb the latter and 
give out the former. The commercial fnngus 
of New Zealand is foundin the North Island, 
on various kinds of decayed timber, all the 
fungi, as is well known, favoring damp situ- 
ations. Nine-tenths of the Province of Tar- 
anaki, 80 miles by 70 in extent, where it is 
found, is densely wooded. The 
plant is found in what are culled 
new bush settlements, made by laboriously 
clearing. The branches are lopped off and 
burned; the trunks, resting on their own 
spurs avd sometimes on scaffolds built for 
them to fallon, begin to decay—not lying 
= on the ground—and the fungus grows. 

t is prepared simply by —s it dry. China 
is its market, and it was at first bought up 
by collectors for a cent per pound, and sold 
in San Francisco for fifteen and in Hong 
Kong for twenty-three. According to the 
Colonial Secretary of Hong Kong the fungus 
is much prizedthere asa medicine, admuinis- 
tered inthe form of a decoction, to purify 
the blood; it has also been reported to be in 
use in China and Japan as a dye for silks. 
But its principal use among the Chinese is as 
an article of food. It forms the prinagipal in- 
gredient in their favorite soup, for which it 
is highly regarded on account of its gelatin- 
ous qualities and its rich flavor.

RUSSIAN REFORM. 


The New Czar Taking the Hint Thrown 
Out by the Nihilists. 
St. Petersburg Cor. New York Heral |. 

In addition to the Czar’s recent attempt at 
ameliorating the conai ion of the Jews he |), 
already begun to lighten the burden of tax,. 
tion upon the people bya rigid reduction of 
imperial expenses. For instance, the |,s: 
uuipto Moscow made by thelate Emperor 
cost the State 160,000 rubles. The ruble ix 
worth eighty cents. The one which his sue. 
cessor undertook a few weeks ago, and which 
lasted about twelve days altogether, cosr 
17,500 rubles. This will give you an idea of 
the importance which the Emperor attacnes 
to economy, and of the wayin which he sets 
tbe example. Every year the carriages 
which are specially hired to convey the court 
and its friends tothe camp at Krasnae Celo, 
which lasts about six weeks, cost about 47,- 
000 rubles—rather more] than 1,000 rubles « 
day. This year they have not exceeded 6,00) 
rusies. It is true that instead of being used 
during the six weeks they were only requirea 
du1ing the six days which the Emperor spent 
atthe camp. Among the thousand and one 
irregularities which are discovered every day 
in the government service the following relics 
of the late administration may be given as an 
example. Whenthe Emperor ascended the 
throne he wastold he had 1,200 horses in 
his stables. Finding thathe bad no use for 
so many, he gaveorders to sell half ofthe 
number. The next day he said he would 
himself sclect those which he would keep by 
him. .u.ow, there were not a/together 600 
horses in the stable. Six hundred cther 
borses were immediately boughtin order to 
show them to the sovereign. At Moscow the 
books of the imperial stables mentioned 13) 
horses, and there was notasingle one! And 
tbhishad been going on for years. At Mos- 
cow the stable stewards received an allow- 
ance for 150 horses and at St. Petersburg for 
1,200. This economical policy, which sur- 
prised and irritated the courtiers beyond de- 
scliption, and which is becoming every day 
more and more evident, is driving a great 
number of officials and pensioners half crazy 
with the dread of seeing their income sup- 
pressed. Youseein St. Petersburg crown 
palaces (it is thus the immense buildings 
paid for by the imperial exchequer are 
called) which are employed solely to lodge 
clerks who have nothing whatever todo ex- 
cept to print the name of their office on their 
visiting cards. Thereis not a single man 
among the whole lot whose services could 
not be easily dispensed with. When by 
chance there is one—and this sometimes hap- 
pens when a clean house is made by the rul- 
Ing power—ten others immediatelyispring up

hungry mice who have got at a plom cake. 
At onetime the expenditure was so great 
that the Emperor Alexander II. was almost 
alwa\s out of pocket.

So far the secretary of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change Mr. George H. Morgan, has received 
the sum of $10forthe Michigan sufferers by 
the recent forest fires, and much more than 
thatsum is not expected. ‘The feeling on

tute in Michigan, and that feeling 
is voiced upon every side. A POST-DISPATCH 


reporter asked President McEnnis this morn- 
ing what action the Exchange would take in 
the matter, and was informed that no official 
action would be had. ‘‘We have already no- 
tified the people,’’ he said, ‘‘that subscrip- 
tions forwarded to Mr. rt Morgan will be 
promptly sent forward, andI know that every 


member of this Exchange will feel 
unfeignedly glad if these subscrip- 
tions are large. There seems to be a 


great dealof popular misapprehension abont 
the proper function of this Exchange. It is 
not a place to take up subscriptions in, but to 
do businessin. As the matter stands I would 
be very unwilling to ask for more money from 
ourmembers. You have no idea of the num- 
ber of callsthere areonus. For one I am 
anxiousto breakup the idea that the Ex- 
change is the proper body to represent the 
charity of St. Louis, and I don’t 
care who knowsit. Whenthe Marshfield dis- 
aster came upon this State we had totake care 
of the distressed. Notadoliar was sent here 
from Chicago, Detroit or Cincinnati. We have 
had to help Chicago itself, Ireland, Hungary 
and every other place, andtake care of our 
own atthe same time. Please understand me 
distinctly. Iam anxious thatalarge subscrip- 
tion be raised for the victims of the 
forest firesin Michigan, and l-hopethat our 
people willcome forward liberally, but the 
Merchants’ Exchangeis not the proper ve- 
hicle of that liberality.’” 

The reporter talkeato quite a-«number of 
gentlemen on ’Change, and found thei very 
much of one mind with the President upon 
this subject. Chicago, Detroit and Cinein- 
nati are thought to be the proper places for 
the subscriptions to be taken up.

A GOOD YOUNG MAN. 


How He Obtained the Position of 
Cashier on Account of 
His Virtue, 


Andin One Month Skipped Out With a 
' Cheek for $1,500. 


Mr. Small, of the firm ef George H. Small & 
Co., commission merchants in the Hunt 
building, just back of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change, is hunting his missing cashier and 
book-keeper this morning with a zeal that al- 
most causes him to neglect his business. 
_The cashier’s name is James P. Holmes—at 
least thatis what he called himself—and he 
has been a resident of St. Louis only a few 


months. He hasbeen in Mr. Small’s employ 
since the first of the month, 
when the firm began business. Holmes 


had given great satisfaction, and was con- 
sidered a valuable employe until yesterday 
forenoon, when he walked away with nearly 
$2,(00 ana forgot to leave any address to 
which his letters could be sent. Holmes was 
a very good young man. He associated 
only with church people, was very 
fond of the > # M. C. ne 
had a penchant for Sunday-shools, and was 
highly moral generally. When Mr. Small ad- 
vertised for a bookkeeper, Holmes among 
others answered the advertisement and met 
his future employer. The principal recom- 
mendation he had was from a member of the 
Y.M.C.A.!who roomed with him in the west- 
ern part of the city. 

His Achates thought Holmes teo awfully nice 
foranything. He neither swore, gambled 
nor drank, had no expensive habits, spent all 
his evenings at home, and rarely went any 
place except to church. He could not be, 
mistaken. Oh, no, of course not. Didn’t 
he room with Holmes, and wasn’t 
he a good judge of human nature’ etc. 
Well, Holmes got the place and filled it nicely 
for a while. Mr. Small told him before engag- 
ing him that he wanted a man he could trust, 
as he was often compelled to leave signed 
checks to pay bills, etc. Mr. Holmes immedi- 
atelv offered to give bond, which was nottak- 
en, becauseit was not thought necessary. 
The checks were left in one ortwo instances.

No signed checks were, however, left until 
yesterday morning. Mr. Small owed a bill of 
about $400 to Sheridan & Co.,and as he was 
going over on ’Change Holmes suggested that 
some arrangement be made for paying the 
bill. Mr. Small did not want to put Sheridan’s 
collector to the trouble of hunting him on 
‘Change, so he signed the check, leaving 
Holmes to fill out the amount. He did not re- 
turn to his office until nearly 2 o’clock, and 
then he found Holmes absent. Tne shipping 
cierk said that the vookkeeper had stepped 
out between 10 and ll a. m., Saying he was 
goingto pay the Sheridan bill. ‘‘Why, he 
would not goto Sheridan’s office to pay the 
bill, would he?’’ ejaculated Mr. Small, in great 
surprise. 

‘*] don’t know,’’ wasthe answer, ‘‘but he 
said he might be away some time, as he was 
net feeling well, and he thought he would go 
somewhere and get something good to eat.’’ 

Mr. Small rushed to the check book, found 
the signed check torn out and. no entry on 
the stub. He next rushed te the 
Bank of Commerce and discovered that 
the signed check was there, 
that Holmes had filled it for $1,500, and had 
drawn that amount during the forenoon. Mr. 
Sinall’s next rush, as may be imagined, wasin 
the direction of the Four Courts. On the wav 
he met Capt. Tyler, who is understood to be 
on his paper to some extent, and then there 
were twoexcited men. The police were notified.

VAIN REGRETS. 


A Young Woman’s Thoughts of Home and 
Her Mother. 

A few minutes after the fire was discovered 
at Ninth and Walnut streets, yesterday after- 
noon, and it was evident that the block was 
doomed to destruction, the occupants of the 
houses On all sides took their most valuable 
property and deserted them. The flames 
burst into the rear of Elzea’s livery stable 
and Miss Stubbletield’s ‘‘maison de joie,’’ 
at No. 112 South Tenth street, leaving 
littie time to the inmates to waste. 
In the excitement they seized their jewelry 
and dresses and rushed out of the house. 
W hen the fire was under control a memoran- 
dum book, evidently the property of one of 
theinmates, wasfound onthe steps. Jotted 
down here and there through the book are 
the vain regrets of a woman lost to her friends. 
Between the accounts are written the sad 
thoughts that keenly stung the girl’s soul, 
when, after the orgies of anight, the visions 
of her mother and home came up before her. 
The tirst memorandum, Janyary 21, 1881, is ag 
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follows: ‘‘Icame here on the 18th day of 
January, 1881. Have been here three days; 
do not think I wil stay long. I wish 1 was 
home with my mother. How I 
to be at home as I 3, 
but that can never in. 
A daily memorandum of accuunts follows 
this, footing up over $700, from January l, 
1881, to September 1. Under date of April 1 is 
the following: ‘‘Ob, how I wish I was at home 
with my mother. I am always thinking of 
home.’’ No name is signed in any part of the 
book. Another entry is as follows: ‘‘Il came 
to 112 South Tenth street August 1.’’

THE DISSECTING TABLE. 

An entry on the death register in the office 
ot the Clerk of the Board of Health to-da,y 
conveyed the somewhat paradoxical informa. 
tion that an unknown man who had died at 
the City Hospital onthe 19th inst. had been 
buried in the St. Louis Medical College. In. 
quiry into the matter revealed a few tacts tiat 
will be new tO many readers of the Post Drs 
patcu. Dr. Luedeking explained the queer 
entry in the register by saying that 
since the new law went into effect 
providing for the giving of unidentitied 
remains to the medical colleges of the city, 
each institution had secured receptacles in 
the shape of large refrigerators or vaults for 
the storing of subjects for dissection. The 
medical] colleges get all the unidentified dead 
of the city, the bodies being distributed 
sinong them pro rata according to the nur. 
ber of pupils—a college with 100 pupils there. 
by getting twice as many corp-es as one with 
oniy fifty. The institutions begin storing 
away their ‘‘stiffs’’ about the beginning ot 
July, and as the dissecting season does not 
set in until the middle of October 
there is opportunity to accumulate 
quite a vumber of bodies before any are 
want¢d, Some of the bodies are placed igre 
fiiférators !srct éndtign 2424 Sigat or ten 
subjects and similar in build to the receptacle 
for the dead atthe City Hospital; others are 
placed in pickling vats which are long, coffin 
sbaped and zinc-lined boxes filled with alcho-. 
hol and other preservative. fluids. Here they 
remain until pe are needed for the dissecting 
table. Some of the large colleges already have 
as many as. twenty-five or erty corp3es 
packed away on ice or lyingin pickle, and al! 


the regularly constituted institutions 
have a good number of subjects on 
band thus =s earl The students pay 


the janitors for handling and taking care of 
the bodies, and the expense upon each young 
gentleman anxious to become a doctor is 
hghter pow than in the times when body. 
‘natching flourished and the resurrectionists 
~Oot $10 apiece for every corpse that was torn 
from its grave and dumped atthe back door 
(fthe temples of science. There is no body. 
snatching now; the stringent law against such 
a crime and the effort to supply the needed 
‘‘stiff’’ in a legitimate way have combined to 
drivethe ghouls to other graveyards than 


ours. Reference to the reports ror 
1880 show, that the four principal col- 
leges of the city got 110 bodies 


between them last year. While this number 
issmallincomparison withthe number that 
might be used, the colleges manage to get 
ulong under the restriction, and the only 
drawback to the affair is experienced by the 
student who is thus robbed of the pleasure of 
calving around the same sets of muscles, or 
digging the same bones outof their places, 
three or fourtime.. Untillast year it was al- 
ways the custon? for the student to go over the 
same ground in several subjects. Now he 
must learn as much as he can out of one.

THE BIG FIRE. | 


Burning of the Collier White Lead 
Works. 


Miserable Mismanagement by the Fire 
Department — Details of the 
Conflagration. 


At 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon three child- 
ren, Maggie and James Gregory and Peter 
Griffin, all under 7 years of age, were playing 
in the back yard of a house near Ninth and 
Walnut streets. They thought it fun to light 
matches among straw and stuff, the blazing 
material in the chinks of an old shed 
that was one of a row. It was fun, 
forin ashort space oftimethe children had 
kindled one ofthe largest conflagrations that 
has happened for many a day. The block 
bounded by Ninth, Tenth, Walnut and Clark 
avenue was one of the worst fire trapsin St. 
Louis. On the corner of Ninth street and 
Clark avenue, and covering nearly quarter of 
the block, were the huge corroding-sheds 
of the Collier Lead Works. The 
rest of the square was mostly cov- 
ered with tenements. The fire immediately 


spread across the alleyfromthe place it start- 
ed to the corroding-sheds, north to the tene- 
ment row on Walnut street, and west to the 
Tenth street front of the block. In ten min- 
utes the whole center of the block was a blaz- 
ing mass, and the oil and other inflammable 
substances which were stored in the rear and 
in the warehouse, corner of Tenth and Clark 


avenue, were on. fire. A second and 
a third alarm were turned on 
in rapid succession, bringing the whole 


torce of the Fire Department tothe scene. In 
ten minutes the block was known to be doomed. 
Severaltimes the fire almost crossed Ninth 
street to the tenements on the east side, and 
the lumber in the yardson the north side of 
Clark avenue was blazing bright, but fortun- 
ateiy no wind was blowing, which was perhaps 


the only reason that the fire id not 
sprgad to the surrounding squares, 
for the Fire Department could do 


nothing withit. The sheds and warehouse 
went first, and fromthem the fire communi- 
cated to the rear of the houses on Tenth street, 
all of which were more or less destroyed. The 
only — of the block which was even partially 
saved was the small two-story tenement row 
on Walnut street from Ninth to Tenth, and 


they were badly scorched inthe rear. There 
were fifteen houses in this row, 
each containing two or three _ § (fam- 
ilies, and the damage to the buildings 


will probably amount to $15,000. The largest 
house on the Tenth street front was Madame 
Stubbletield’s house of ill-fame, No. 112, own- 
ed by the Madame. This was oneof the first 
attacked andit was almost entirely destroyed. 
The furniture was all removed to the side- 
walk and saved. Nos. 108 and 110 S. Tenth 
were occupied by N. M. Elzea asa livery sta- 
ble and were entireJy destroyed. Edw. But- 
ler’s biacksmith shop, No. 116, was 
also well gutted, and the next 
house, the one on the corner, Owned by Mr. 
Delaney, escaped without serious injury. 
The only other large house in the block was 
Morgen’s dye house, No. 204 South Tenth, 
which was totally destroyed. Of course, the 
whole of Clark avenue and Ninth street tronts 
is leveled to the ground. The center of the 
block,containing mostly sheds and tenements, 
was destroyed before the fire had burned 
a quarter of an hour. 

The fire was not devoid of thrilling inci- 
dents, the most exciting being the 
rescue Of anold man, named Henry Waugh- 
lin, s0 years of age, from a burning room at 
910 Walnut by Pat Conway of the Pompier 
Corps.

The totalloss will probably reach $290,000, 
and the officers of the Collier Company think 
that their share will be $125,000. 

THIS MORNING. 

The scene of the Collier oil conflagration on 
Clark avenue and Ninth street is visited to- 
day by thousands. Th eentire block is sur- 
rounded by men, women and children gazing 
upon the wreck, the central figures of which are 
the immense cylindrical sheet-iron tanks which 
contained the hundred thousand gallons of 
linseed, cctton-seed and castor-oil that fed 
the ffames of yesterday. Twisted in fantastic 
Shape, these empty tanksremain alone}to tell 
the tale of the destruction which has placed 
aloss exclusive of insurance of at least one 
hundred thousand dollars on the books of 
the Collier White Lead and Oil Company. 

Along Tenth street to Walnut the dwelling- 
houses and tenements caught up in the mam- 
moth blaze are surrounded by a crowd of 
sightseers and people of the neighborhood. 
Some of the tenement occupants who moved 
away vesterday, tearing a greater spreai of 
the fire, are returning with their effects to the 
roows which escaped the flames, and business 
is resumed at the horse-shoeing establishment 
of the First Ward political boss. 

Around the ruined block to-day there ap- 
pears to be but one sentiment expressed by 
on-lookers touching the managemoant of the 
nre,viz.: thatit was not managed atall. A great 
number of the expert witnesses of large tires, 
the insurance agents, happened to be absent 
from the city attending a convention at 
Niagara Falls, but those who saw the handling 
of yesterday's fire by the depart- 
ment pronounce it to be a case of 
gross mismanagement. Progressing in broad 
daylight, the blaze was watched by thousands 
of citizens whose attention has recently been 
called to the Fire Department on account of 
the attitude of criticising insurance agents, 
andthe details of yesterday’s management 
were closely observed. The general expres- 
sion is to the effect that the department 
made avery sorry exhibition of itself; that 
valuable property was destroyed for lack of 
management, skill. organization and dis- 
cipline, and that the fire was not controlled at 
all, but simply burnt itself out. 

A POsT- DISPATCH reporter called 
this morning upon Secretary Alex. Euston, 
of the Colliers Works, who was 
among the eariiest to arrive at the scene of the 
fire in its incipiency, and he made the fol- 
lowing statement in substance: ‘‘Itis not my 
business to criticise or censure anybody, but 
the facts are the facts and I have no hesitation 
in Stating them. Pete Griffin, once of our team. 
sters, livesin a tenement on the Walnut street 
side of the block. His little 
boy was playing with some othersinthe rear 
of the tenement neur a fence. An upholsterer 
had thrown some of the stuffing of a sofa near 
the fence, and the boys applied a match to it. 
The stuff blazed up, and the fenves and sheds 
in the rear, skirting the alley, all caught tire. 
At five minutes to three o’clock a man came 
into my oflice for the fire alarm box key and 
said some sheds were burning in the rear of 
the alley near Walnut street. I went out and 
ut once took in the situation. Atthat time it 
was amere bunch of fire that a small stream 
could have stifled. When the engines arrived 
one took its position at Ninth and Walnut 
streets one are at Clark avenue and Tenth 
street. I called attention to our works and 
aske(Lthat water atence be put onto suve 
the property south of the alley. Nothing was 
done in that direction, however, and for 
twenty-five minutes not a stream of 
water was thrown over any portion of 
our buildings. Whether there wasalack of 
water supply or whatit was I cannot say, but 
nothing was done during that time to save our 
property. At twenty minutes past 3 some 
streams were playing On our works, butit was 


then too late. went about in 
search of the \cting Chief, Hes- 
ter, and found him up on Walnut 


near the St. Jameslivery stable. I pointed 
out how by the direction of certain streams 
our property could be saved, but he paid no 
attentionto me, and some of the firemen were 


very rough, and uncivil in their replies 
to suggestions. I do not know 
how long it was before the 


second alarm wasturned on, but I do know 
that our property need not have been touched 
by the flames if the department had exercised 
any skillorjudgmentat all. Their attention 
in the first place was given to the tesementson 
the Walnut street side, and in the meantime 
the fire was spreading backward to our works 
withoutany effort being made to stop it. 
Theie appeared to be no discipline or manage- 


ment. tvenafter the streams were being 
directed to the old warehouse the hose on the 
Clark avenne side was turned round 
and directed to the  Druhe lumoer 
vaics on the other side of the 
stieet. After the firmes gotinto the works, a 


*kiliful management ot the hose would have 
suved a wreat deal of the property. There 
Wae situ ply DO Management at alland the tire 
spentitse:f out.

Second|Day’s Session of the St. Louis M, E. 
Conference, 


The second day’s session of the St. Leuis 
Conference ofthe M. E. Church South was 
opened in the chapel of St. John’s M.E. 
Church at 9 o’clock this morning. Devotional 
exercises were conducted by Rev. J. C. Berry- 
man, after which the various committees ad- 
journed tothe apartments of the church and 


entered upon the discharge of their 
respective duties. The attendance 
was good, and the interest 


maintained during the presentation of reports 
was excellent. Mr. L. D. Palmer, business 
manager ofthe Methodist Publishing House 
at Nashville, Tenn., was introduced and 
claimed the attention of. the conference for 
about thirty minutes. Mr. Palmer said that 
the Publishing House issued periodicals of the 
church and periodicaisfor the church. Of 
those belonging especially tothe church are 
the Sunday-School Magazine and the Sunday- 
School Quarterly. The management endeav- 
orsto embody inthese papers the spirit of 


Methodism, and to adapt them 
to the especial needs of those 
who. afew years hence, must take up the 
work of the Methodist Church and perpetuate 
it. Mr. Palmer spoke disparagingly of Sun- 
day school papers of so general a nature that 
thev may be said to represent no doctrinal 

oints atall. Notthatthey were necessarily 

ad, butthatthey did not cover the whele 
ground. If the great system of Methodism is 
to be perpetuated the children must be taught 
the doctrines of the church. The papers pub- 
lished for the church are the Quarterly Review 
and the Advocate of Missions. The former 
is issued by the publishing house on a 
contract. Itis a periodical of standard litera- 
ture and is favorably received wherever itis 
known. The Aavocate of Missions is a 16-puge 
monthly, which is comparatively young. 
Something like two years ago,Rev. Dr. Wilson 
assuring the Methodist Publishing House that 
he would hold himself personally responsible 
for the expense of publication, the periodical 
was launched and has steadily gained tavor 
ever since. It is now nearly self-sustaining 
and will soon become entirely so. In conclu- 
sion Mr. Palmer urged the members of the 


conference to renew their efforts 
in behalf of the Methodist pub- 
lications during the coming year. 


At the conclusion of Mr. Palmer’s report 
several communications were received and 
referred to the proper committees. The matter 
of admission of candidates to the regular 
ministry on trial wasthen takenup.
